Proposed claim language present in the fax would resolve the first issue. 
Examiner explained why the traverse on the enablement issue is not persuasive. One 
cannot be sure that an X-ray can be obtained ( e.g. material might be amorphous) and 
IR and NMR cannot determine if the prismatic supramolecule was obtained. 
Specification provides no guidance as to which ligands are or are not suitable. 
Replacement of cyclic with cycloalkyl would be acceptable, substituted top last point. 
Last point can be dealt with by replacing in e.g. claim 28 with "tetravalent hydrocarbon 
chain, tetravalent saturated hydrocarbon ring; tetravalent heterocyclic ring, tetravalent 
aromatic ring, tetravalent heteroaromatic ring."
